THE LEFT MOST RESENTS. BUT ONLY HIGH POLITICAL 
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PERSONALITIES DENOUNCED SO FAR BY NAME HAVE 
BEEN ARMY MEN, MOST NOTICEABLY LI TEH-SHENG, AND 
SOME CHINA WATCHERS SEE TENG'S RISE AS ARMY'S PRICE 
FOR ALLOWING ITSELF TO-BE PUSHED FURTHER OUT OF MAGIC 
CIRCLE OF POWER. 

GREENWAY NOTES THAT CHOU'S MODERATE POLICIES COMING

COUNCILS AND COMMUNITIES WITH HOPE OF ENACTING LEGISLATION 
AFTER MAY 18 ELECTION. MILITANT URBAN SPOKESMEN 
FOR ABORIGINES HAVE MADE LAND RIGHTS THEIR FOREMOST
